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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting for 1936 of the Baptist Education Society of 
the State of New York was held, according to appointment, at the Col- 
gate-Rochester Divinity School, Rochester, New York, on Monday, 
May 18th, 1936. 

In the absence of the president the first vice-president, Mr. Russell 
Colgate, of Orange, N. J., presided. Prayer was offered by the Rever- 
end Frederick Allen, D.D. of Troy, New York. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were presented in printed form 
and adopted. The Treasurer of the Society and the President of the 
Divinity School both presented annual reports in printed form, and 
they were upon vote accepted and approved. 

President George B. Cutten, D.D., LL.D. presented the report of 
the Nominating Committee that was appointed at the previous annual 
meeting. The members of the Society voted by ballot, and the follow- 
ing officers and trustees were elected: 
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The Vice-President appointed as the Nominating Committee to re- 
port at the annual meeting in 1937 the following members: Mr. A. J. 
Gosnell, President George B. Cutten and Mr. Arthur Castle. 

No other business being presented to the members for their consid- 
eration, the meeting adjourned to meet in May, 1937.

THE ANNUAL REPORT TO THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES 


PRESIDENT ALBERT W. BEAVEN 
May 18, 1936 


To the Members of the Board of Trustees of the Baptist Education 
Society of the State of New York: 


N presenting to you my seventh annual report as president of this 
I institution, I want to acknowledge the kindly co-operation extended 
to me by all members of the Board of Trustees and of the Faculty dur- 
ing the year in the work of the School. We are closing a splendid 
year, and the prospects for the year ahead are heartening indeed. We 
have a fine group of men in the student body, and for the most part 
they have done rather outstanding work during the year. 


Work of Faculty 


I want to pay my tribute to the hard work being done by members 
of the Faculty, not merely in the class room but in the committee room, 
in personal conferences with students, and in helping to handle many 
of the extra tasks which are incidental to such an institution as this. 
On a number of occasions during the year I have had reason to realize 
the deep loyalty and willingness to sacrifice for the good of our work, 
which marks the members of our faculty group. It is one of our great- 
est assets. 

One member of the faculty, Professor John Benjamin Anderson, 
D.D., is closing his work as professor of Theology with the conclusion 
of this school year. Dr. Anderson was born in Wisbech, England, in 
the year 1869. He came to this country when he was a young man, ob- 
taining much of his training in America. He was graduated from Col- 
gate University in 1895, and from the Colgate Theological Seminary in 
1898. He became an honorary alumnus of the University of Rochester 
in 1916. After preaching for some time he was called back to Colgate 
Theological Seminary as an instructor, and later was elected to the 
chair of Theology. He has therefore been teaching, with the exception 
of one year while studying abroad, for thirty-six years either in this 
Divinity School or in one of its constituent institutions. He is to be 
our special guest of honor at the Trustee-Faculty luncheon to-day, 
where more adequate tribute will be paid to his splendid Christian 
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character and his influence while on this faculty through these many 
years. 

Dr. Anderson’s retirement calls attention to the fact that of the 
present members of the faculty five will reach the retiring age within 
the next ten years, leaving their places to be filled. The members of the 
Committee on Instruction have been giving serious thought to this mat- 
ter in connection with their search for one whom they might recom- 
mend to take up the work which is being laid down by Professor An- 
derson. The committee is not prepared at this time to make a recom- 
mendation for that vacancy. Arrangements to care for the work in 
that department have been completed, however, and we believe we are 
offering to our students a very strong group of courses, the required 
work for the second-year students being given by Professor Henry B. 
Robins and Professor David J. Evans; the elective work for the seniors 
being offered by Professor Robins, and by Dr. Justin W. Nixon, who 
will offer a two-hour elective in each of the semesters of next year on 
the subject, “A Working Theology for To-day.” 

In the election to the faculty of the Reverend Oren H. Baker, who 
on the first of January took up his work as assistant professor in the 
department of Applied Christianity and Pastoral Counseling, we have 
taken the kind of step which we must plan to take many times soon in 
securing strong young men, well prepared for their work, to give their 
lives to teaching on this faculty. 

In connection with next year’s work, the Committee on Instruction 
recommend the granting of a leave of absence for the second semester 
to Professor David J. Evans. Dr. Evans has been teaching continu- 
ously since the year 1929-30. It is his expectation to go abroad, where 
he will study in preparation for courses which he expects to give and 
for a book which he hopes to write in the general field of his depart- 
ment here. 

Extra-Mural Work 


The following items are included, from the report of Professor 
Vichert as director of our extra-mural activities : 

“In general, I may say that we have this year had the widest range 
of activities which I have yet known. We have served more churches, 
representing more denominations, and the students have rendered more 
varied types of service, than in any previous year. The demands for 
their work are increasing, and it is encouraging to note that an in- 
creasing number of churches offer some measure of remuneration.

“Mr. Kyle Haselden of the second-year class has served as leader 
of the Gospel Team. They have been busy practically every Sunday 
and will be to the end of the year. ~Among those who have expressed 
to me warm appreciation of the work of the team are Dr. Sayers, Dr. 
Yeaple and Rev. Frederick Kuhns, of Rochester, Rev. George E. Man- 
ter of Buffalo, Rev. Edward Eanes of Morton, and Rev. Alexander 
MacKenzie of East Rochester. Their testimony and that of others is 
unanimous in commendation of the service rendered and the fine im- 
pression made. I look with great confidence also to the proposed sum- 
mer tour of Messrs. McKechnie, Million, Schade and Seguine, which 
will carry a similar service into wider areas. They expect now to tour 
by automobile to St. Louis, where they will sing at the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, then to go on to the Pacific Coast and return through 
the northern section of the country. They will sing and speak in va- 
rious churches and establish contacts in many ways. 

“Again we have been somewhat limited in our placing of student 
pastors by the fact that graduates have been obliged to remain with 
what are normally student churches. Some new churches have been 
opened to us, however, so that our total number is thirty-seven, one 
in excess of last year. 

“That their ministry is fruitful and effective is indicated not merely 
by the statistical reports, but also by the enthusiastic expressions of the 
people in the churches I visit. 

“Sixty-four students have been doing this ministry on a scholarship 
basis, eleven as co-operatives and the remainder as practicals. I have 
been interested in noting the interdenominational extension of this 
phase of our work. In addition to the Y. M. C. A. and the Federation 
of Churches, churches representing nine different denominations have 
sought the services of our students. The work itself has been greatly 
varied, ranging all the way from conducting boys’ clubs and scout 
troops, leading choirs, teaching in all grades and superintending depart- 
ments in church schools, to assisting in the pulpit and preaching. In 
one case which seems worthy of special mention, East Rochester, the 
minister has had an extended illness and the student assistant, Mr. 
James B. Brown, accepted and has carried with great satisfaction to 
the people a large measure of pastoral responsibility. That is but 
characteristic, however, of the spirit in which our students address them- 
selves to their work in the churches. I have a written report concern- 
ing each one and also many personal interviews with ministers and oth- 
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er leaders with whom they serve. The chorus of enthusiastic commen- 
dation is almost unanimous, and already I am in receipt of numerous re- 
quests that the same student be continued in the same relationship next 
year. Further, many of the ministers are taking much more seriously 
their share in affording the young men opportunity for definite clinical 
training, and thus making this practical work more helpful and instruc- 
tive for our students.” 
Librarian’s Report 


Included here also is the report of Mr. Trost as librarian, and his 
further report as the curator of our museum: 

“The total accessions for the year 1935-36 amounted to 1,494 vol- 
umes, as compared with 1,334 volumes for 1934-35 and 1,297 volumes 
for 1933-34. Of this number 1,143 were acquired through purchase, 
208 were added as gifts, and 143 were added as bound periodicals. The 
total number of volumes in the library to date is 71,073 volumes. 

“The number of cards filed in the official catalogue since May 1, 1935, 
amounted to 8,225, with an additional 1,980 in the shelf list catalogue. 
Many foreign publications, which, though belonging to a series, were 
classified as separates, have now been brought together as a series, 
thereby making them of greater service to our faculty and student body. 
This change has necessitated much additional card work but will prove 
to be advantageous to the users of the library. The number of books 
marked during the year totals 3,038. 

“The library renders 744 hours of service each week during the 
academic session. During the months of June and July the library 
is closed evenings. Staff vacations are all taken in August. 

“During the past year an exhibit of Indian relics taken from the 
burial grounds southeast of Rochester was erected. This exhibit was 
loaned to the School through the courtesy of Mr. Henry Schoff of Hil- 
ton, New York. 

“Tn honor of the 400th anniversary of Coverdale’s translation of the 
Bible into English, an exhibit of facsimiles was arranged. 

“An art exhibit of Madonnas was displayed at Christmas time. 

“An exhibition of religious educational materials used in Sunday 
schools during the nineteenth century is now on display. Miss Char- 
lotte Houston and Miss Ethel Sayre have generously augmented the 
library’s examples with personal copies of text books. 

“The Alumni Lending Library service is filling a genuine need among 
our alumni. A supplementary list with annotations will appear in the 
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May, 1936 issue of the Bulletin. Nearly 250 books circulated during 
the year. The average circulation for each title was two. I recom- 
mend the appropriation of $150.00 for the continuation of this project.” 


Report of the Museum Curator 


“With the conversion in the fall of 1935 of the former museum 
quarters into the office of the assistant treasurer, no exhibits have been 
held. 

“The museum was fortunate in obtaining a rubbing from a Nes- 
torian monument. Mr. P. T. Yuen, from whom the rubbing was pur- 
chased, declares that only a few of these rubbings were made and that 
our institution is fortunate in possessing one of these. 

“Through the efforts of Dr. George Ricker Berry, the museum pur- 
chased a collection of Palestinian pottery and Roman glass.” 


German Baptist Seminary 


A good deal of thought has been given both last year and this to our 
relation with the school which has borne the name, German Depart- 
ment of The Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, with the idea of clar- 
ifying in the minds of students and of the community at large the re- 
lationship between the two schools. Two or three years ago a repre- 
sentative of the State Education Department at Albany called our at- 
tention to the fact that by carrying the two schools, each doing a differ- 
en grade of work, under the same name—The Colgate-Rochester Divin- 
ity School— and in the same catalogue, we created a situation confus- 
ing to the public, to educational standards, and to the students them- 
selves. 


The German Department was therefore asked by the State Educa- 
tion Department to take a name which would be distinctive and which 
would clearly differentiate it from the Divinity School. This request 
seemed the more natural, since that school operated under its own char- 
ter, held its own property, controlled its own curriculum, set its own 
standards, admitted its own students and dealt with its own constituen- 
cy, the German Baptist Churches, our relationship being almost entire- 
ly that of a trustee of its endowment funds and contributor to its work. 
In compliance with this request of the State Education Department, 
during this past year the School Committee has chosen the name “Ger- 
man Baptist Seminary,” and this year has published its own catalogue. 
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Dean Albert Bretschneider of that institution is co-operating with me 
in taking such steps as may mutually seem wise, to clarify the relation- 
ship of the two institutions in the minds of the public and of the stu- 
dents, without in any way harming the splendid spirit which has al- 
ways existed. We have during the year re-studied our financial rela- 
tion to this work and find that we hold in trust for the German Baptist 
Seminary the sum of $126,475. The income on this at 44%, the gen- 
eral rate received on our funds during the year, is $5,375.19. This is 
applied toward the salary of their theological professors. In addition 
to the income on their endowment, there was contributed to their work 
from our funds the sum of $3,726, plus $813 in scholarship orders on 
the University of Rochester. This next year this contribution will be 
increased to something over $4,000, in addition to scholarship orders. 


Finances 


Our finances have been handled during the year with the usual care 
and success which have attended the work of our treasurer and our 
Finance Committee. The rate of income, .0435, is actually greater than 
the year before by .001. Our securities now have a market value of 
$120,000 more than their cost. We are facing, however, as are other 
institutions, the certainty of a lowered income through a lowered rate 
on our investments. 

The burden of the treasurer’s office, which has been growing rather 
steadily through the years and had become greatly accentuated by our 
having to take over so many properties through foreclosure, necessitated 
the electing of an assistant treasurer, who would give his full time to the 
work, and on October 1, 1935, Mr. Charles W. Carson began to dis- 
charge the duties of that position. Offices in the school building were 
equipped, and Mr. Carson, with his secretary who is in charge of the 
books, took up their work here. The new arrangement is working very 
satisfactorily ; Mr. Carson is rendering efficient service. 

Mr. Gosnell will retain his full relationship as treasurer, giving only 
that amount of time, however, which is normally contributed by a treas- 
urer who holds that position without compensation. In this connection 
it is our pleasure to place upon our records the word of appreciation of 
his services which was requested by the Board at its mid-year meeting. 

Mr. Gosnell’s term of office began in May, 1932, and it will be noted 
that he undertook the treasurership at a period which was at the very 
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depths of the depression, with the critical problems which naturally 
have been involved. The burden-of that task, which was carried with 
only the aid of a clerk in charge of the books, was serious enough even 
before the depression years. The trustees faced this when Mr. Kendall 
B. Castle, who had been treasurer of the Society for a long period, giv- 
ing to it the careful judgment and attention with which he habitually 
would approach any such problem, felt that he could no longer carry 
the heavy load that was involved ; and though it was to our deep regret, 
we felt that it was only fair when he asked to be relieved. 

Mr. Gosnell, in turn, took up the work only to find it steadily in- 
creasing with the problems which the depression involved, until it be- 
came almost unbearably heavy. A considerable number of mortgages 
had to be foreclosed, and the properties thus taken had to be refinished, 
sometimes entirely rebuilt, rented, and rentals collected, with many 
other like details. When we consider the amount of responsibility 
which was carried by Mr. Gosnell, the immense amount of time which 
he gave during those years, we believe it forms an almost unique con- 
tribution to the financial life of the institution. He brought to the 
work remarkably good judgment and wide information; and while he 
was continually aided and guided by the service of our very strong 
Finance Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. Kendall B. Castle, 
the members of the Finance Committee would be first to acknowledge 
the great service which he rendered to the cause of the Education So- 
ciety. 

On behalf of the Board, and of all who are related to the work of The 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, I thus place upon record our deep 
appreciation of the contribution made by Mr. Gosnell, given without 
compensation other than the sense of having done a fine piece of work 
for a cause which was very deeply upon his heart. It is of more than 
usual interest that in his generation he has already made a significant 
contribution to our work, as did his wife’s father, Mr. William B. Hale, 
in his generation, and her grandfather, Mr. Ezra R. Andrews, in the 
generation which preceded that. 

It would be difficult to overstate what the institution owes to the quiet 
but tremendously effective service rendered to it by members of the 
Board of Trustees, particularly those in such important positions as 
those occupied by Mr. Hale as chairman, Mr. Gosnell as treasurer, and 
Mr. Kendall B. Castle as the head of the Finance Committee. 
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Care of Buildings 


In connection with the care of the buildings, two items will be of in- 
terest to the Board. 

Due to the severity of this past winter, we might have expected a 
heavy increase in our heating bill. Last fall, however, at the request 
of our superintendent, Mr. Parkes, and upon the recommendation of 
the Property Committee, we added to our oil-burners a pre-heater, 
which enables us to burn No. 6 oil instead of No. 5. The result has 
been that, though we have experienced a very severe winter, we have 
saved enough in the difference in the amount of oil which we have 
burned and in the lowered price we have paid, to pay for the installa- 
tion of the pre-heating apparatus, besides saving an additional $340 
over the year previous, when we had a comparatively mild winter. 

One problem, however, has arisen. A building heated by oil depends 
entirely upon the electricity which operates the motors connected with 
the oil-burning apparatus. In March, due to the sleet storm, the elec- 
tric lines which feed the buildings were down, and for two separate 
periods, one of twelve hours and the other of six hours, the buildings 
were without sufficient electricity to operate the pumps and motors, 
consequently we were without heat and partially without light. For- 
tunately the weather was not so severely cold as it had been through 
most of the winter, else it might have driven out all the occupants of 
our buildings, besides wrecking our plumbing system through freezing. 
This has raised the serious question in our minds as to whether we 
ought not to consider the installation of an auxiliary generator of our 
own. No final judgment has yet been reached by the committee which 
is studying the matter. 


New Buildings 


Our building enterprises authorized at our annual meeting of a year 
ago have proceeded according to instructions. Members of the Board 
will recall that I announced the receipt, after my annual report had 
been put in print but prior to the time of that meeting, of a gift from 
Mr. Russell Colgate of $20,000 in addition to his previous gift toward 
the erection of a chapel. It will be recalled also that a vote was taken 
to name the new chapel The Samuel Colgate Memorial Chapel. I would 
like also to include in this report an item which came too late to be in- 
cluded in that of last year, namely, the annuity placed with the institu- 
tion by the Misses Mary and Edith Howard, of Hartford, Connec- 
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ticut, in favor of an aunt; the face value of the annuity being $20,000, 
the actuarial, immediate value of the same being $8,250.00. This was 
donated as a memorial to their sister, Mrs. Alice Howard Bennett. 
This gift of the Misses Howard, added to the amount received from 
Mrs. Montgomery’s bequest, and the amount referred to in last year’s 
report as held in trust for Mrs. Augustus H. Strong, forms the bulk 
of the monies with which we are building the missionaries’ dormitory. 

During the year, with the aid of Mr. Russell Colgate, an additional 
amount of $2,800 has been subscribed by the grandchildren of Mr. 
Samuel Colgate to enable us to put certain stained glass windows in the 
new chapel building, the $2,800 referred to being in addition to the 
amount originally included for windows in the general contract. 

It is expected that the buildings now under construction will be com- 
pleted at approximately the time planned, namely, August 15, and that 
we will have a program of dedication at the beginning of the next 
school year on September twentieth. With their completion we shall 
have one of the best equipments for our work it is possible to secure. 

We still hold the site on Alexander street where the Rochester Theo- 
logical Seminary conducted its work. A number of people have indi- 
cated interest in the possibility of purchasing it, but as yet no final dis- 
position of the property has been arranged. Fortunately we are not 
yet being taxed for it. 

Lectures 


During the year we have had a goodly number of special lecturers 
who have addressed our student body on special topics. Among this 
list appear such names as Dr. T. Z. Koo of China, Dr. J. H. Oldham 
of England, and Dr. Heinrich Frick of Germany. 

In addition to this, at our regular chapel service and at informal 
gatherings after meals in the student lounge, we have had a goodly 
number of men from our city and the nation at large who have thus 
been made available to our student body. 

The Spring Convocation was very widely attended this year. The two 
lecturers, Dr. Rufus M. Jones of Haverford and Dr. Toyohiko Kagawa 
of Japan, who came to us from outside our faculty and alumni, for the 
Ayer Lectures and the Rauschenbusch Lectures respectively, were 
among the most attractive that we have ever had on those foundations. 

A special series of lectures was given by Professors Evans, Moehl- 
man, Cross, Parsons and Wearing, commemorating the Four Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the English Bible. This series was given in 
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the chapel service on five consecutive Thursday mornings during Octo- 
ber and the first of November. A pre-Easter series of devotional ad- 
dresses was given by Dr. Justin W. Nixon of Rochester. 


Auburn Theological Seminary 


No plans have been made by Auburn Theological Seminary to move 
to this campus this fall. The matter previously under discussion has 
not been abandoned, however; the only thing deterring them from tak- 
ing the step is failure to secure funds for the erection of a building. 
There has been some talk recently of the possibility of their selling their 
present site. If this were to be accomplished, in all probability steps 
would be taken to move to our campus and carry on their work here at 
as early a date as possible. 


Outside Contacts 


An institution such as ours relies a great deal upon the contacts which 
it makes with its constituency. We have no secretary of the Society, as 
we once had, whose responsibility it is to maintain special contact with 
the churches, presenting its work to them and letting them know at first 
hand about its tasks and work. This has been done in recent years 
largely through the administrative offices. The president has made it 
a point to meet alumni groups at various state conventions where he 
has spoken, and on other occasions when visiting the colleges or out 
on the field for various reasons. It seemed wise to the faculty and the 
Executive Committee that I be released for about five weeks next fall 
to go with the Preaching Mission to be conducted under the auspices 
of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, a com- 
mission to be headed by Dr. E. Stanley Jones, which will carry on a 
four-day mission in each of twenty-five cities. I shall begin with the 
group about the middle of October, in the cities of the middle west, 
and go with them to the northwest, the far west and the southwest, a 
section of the country which I have not been able to touch since I have 
been president of the Divinity School. 

During the past year we also relieved Dr. Evans of classes for 
a week, in order that he might give a series of addresses before the 
Wisconsin Baptist Ministers’ Conference. Also, here in New York 
State he has on five different Mondays conducted evangelistic confer- 
ences under the auspices of the New York State Convention, as a serv- 
ice to the work of evangelism in our denomination. Mr. Bechter, of the 
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State Convention, says in regard to it that in his opinion it is “one of the 
finest pieces of effort that anyone has done in the state at any time in 
the direction of creating a wholesothe, constructive and permanent type 
of evangelism.” 

Mr. Ewell has been giving a great deal of time on the Budget Re- 
search Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention, one of its most 
important and controlling committees, and one which brings him closely 
in touch with the life of the denomination at its center. 

Dean Wearing and other members of the faculty from time to time 
have contacted the churches, as has our Evangelistic Band, and as 
will our Quartet during this summer. 


Clinical Training 


More and more, theological schools have been interested in the edu- 
cational use of the summer periods between the school years, by their 
students. One of the most important efforts to offer students a con- 
structive experience during the summer is created by the Council for 
the Clinical Training of Theological Students, started some ten years 
ago, whereby centers are established in various general and mental 
hospitals, where students may serve during the summer under super- 
vision of the staff and of a theological supervisor. Several times the 
Council has suggested the possibility of our having such a center here, 
in view of the number of institutions located in Rochester in close prox- 
imity to the Divinity School and the University of Rochester. With the 
coming of Mr. Baker to our faculty the possibilities of this have been 
advanced and plans have been made to conduct an initial session this 
summer in the State Hospital here in Rochester and in conjunction 
with the Council for Clinical Training. 


Fellowships, Scholarships, and Degrees 


During the year our Fellowships have been held by Messrs. Vernon 
Parker Bodein, at Yale University, Mark Rich at Cornell University, 
Frederic Bredahl Petersen at the University of Edinburgh, and Oren 
HH. Baker at the University of Chicago. Each of these gentlemen will 
probably secure his Ph.D. degree this spring. In connection with the 
work of Mr. Petersen at Edinburgh, it is not out of place to quote the 
comments of his advisers upon his thesis, that it not only would be ac- 
cepted but was outstanding enough to be recommended for publication 
in book form, and they were so recommending to the Carnegie Founda- 
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tion of Scotland. His advisers, believing that he had made a special 
contribution in his particular subject, are going to recommend it also 
to the Scottish Historical Society and the American Historical Society. 
The work on his thesis involved not only the Latin, German, Danish 
and English languages, but sixteenth century Old Scottish, Lower Sax- 
on German and Old Danish. His thesis subject was, “Dr. Johannes 
Macchabeus (John MacAlpine), Scotland’s Contribution to the Refor- 
mation in Denmark.” 

The Faculty recommends that Fellowships shall be granted for the 
year beginning May 1, 1936, to John Scott Everton and to Neal William 
Klausner, both of the Class of 1934, to complete their work for the doc- 
torate in Yale University, and the remainder of one third of a Fellow- 
ship to Bradford S. Abernethy, of the Class of 1933, to complete work 
on his thesis leading toward his doctorate from the University of Edin- 
burgh. 

The Faculty recommends the following for Graduate Scholarships: 
Gaylord Pierce Albaugh, of the Class of 1936, to begin his work for 
the doctor’s degree at the University of Chicago; and Ralph Claude 
Kauffman and Max Friedrich Bernhardt Volkmann, both of the 
Class of 1936 and both to begin their work leading to the doctor’s de- 
gree at Yale University. 

In accordance with the action of the Faculty, I recommend that the 
degree of Bachelor of Divinity be conferred upon the following extra- 
mural candidate, an alumnus of the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, 
who has fulfilled all the requirements as a candidate for that degree: 

Albert Henry Gage, of the Class of 1905. 

On behalf of the Faculty I further recommend that the degree of 
Bachelor of Divinity, in course, be conferred upon the members of the 
graduating class, since they have fulfilled all the requirements as can- 
didates for this degree. Their names are as follows:

In closing, let me place on record the joy I have felt in working with 
the young men who are to be leaders in our churches tomorrow. This 
institution has had a long and honorable record in giving leaders to the 
work of the Kingdom. A recent study made by us, covering our rec- 
ords up to the year 1930, shows that of three thousand four hundred 
and twenty-nine of our alumni who were listed up to that time, one 
hundred and ninety-two of them have gone as foreign missionaries ; 
two hundred and forty of them have gone as home missionaries; one 
hundred and twenty-two have been presidents or deans of religious in- 
stitutions, eighteen of these having been presidents of seminaries, and 
forty-eight of them presidents of other Baptist educational institutions. 
An even hundred have been teachers in seminaries, two hundred and 
five have been teachers in colleges, one hundred and sixty-three have 
become executives of our denominational boards, and one hundred and 
sixteen more have been members of the various denominational boards. 
Yet even with this contribution to the missionary and educational fields, 
ninety per cent of our graduates have made their major contribution 
through the pastorate alone. 

I can assure the gentlemen of the Board that the young men passing 
through this school today will rank with the best of those in the past 
in the way of service. It is a privilege to have a part in their prepa- 
ration.
